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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Renumbered claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claims 1, 4-7, 10 and 11, the cited prior art, either singly or in 
combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious a method and system for transmitting and 
assembling mutually related objects, whereby mutually related objects which associate to an 
application at a given time are determined, and the time dependent element is combined with a 
size indicator for each of the mutually related objects to establish transmission consistency 
between objects. 

Kuwabara, U.S. Patent No. 5,909,439, teaches of using a satellite communication system 
for transmitting and receiving application specific data, but fails to specifically focus on the 
aforementioned method of transmitting and assembling application specific objects relative to 
the combination of time dependency and size indicators. 

Wester, U.S. Patent No. 5,729,298, teaches of the transmitting and receiving of cycUc 
information and employing a means for determining an update to data being transmitted through 
the use of check- words, but fails to explicitly teach of the aforementioned method of determining 
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transmission consistency based upon time dependent objects, and the distinguishable size of 
objects combined in the transport entity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
